Claim Objections 



1 . Claim 5 is objected to because of the following informalities: The symbol " ; " in 
line 2 seems to be a typo error. 

Appropriate correction is required. 



2. Claims 1 , 2, and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "said channel data" in line 12. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "said information" in line 23. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Regarding claim 5, line 10, it is unclear what is intended to be the claim limitation 
by reciting "and of determining whether the information channel being used for signal 
reception is coupled to the information channel to be selected for signal reception by 
switching being determined bv referring to the information on the connected 
transmission." 



3. Claims 1-3, and 5-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 set forth in this Office Action. 

4. Claim 4 is allowed.
